The name of Professor Paul W. Bow- 
man, aseiatant professor of botany, as 
a junior college advisor, was omitted 
from the list of advisors published in 
the last issue of The Hatchet.

"Extra curricular octivitieB should 
be at least aa important as book learn- I 
ing,” ie the belief expressed by Pro- I 
feasor Lowell J. Ragatz, the guest 
speaker at the freshman smoker held in , 
Stockton Hall last Tuesday evening. ^ 

This opinion, while perhaps not an _ 
orthodox oao, is Prof. Ragatz’ strong j 
conviction. He pointed out the merits 
of college activities in the development j 
of social grace and ease through closer j 
association with other people. “The ] 
bookworm does himself no good, and i 
certainly he does no one else any good,” i 
he remarked. i 

Invariably those people who were the 
leaders in activities during their col- 
lege days become the community lead- 
ers and public figures in later life. An- 
other interesting fact Prof, Ragatz 
pointed oat was that in almost every 
case thoee men and women who attain 
prominence in college activities are 
those who make the best scholastic 
averages. 

There has been too much stress laid 
on athlatici in college life. Dr. Ra- 
gatz believes. "While they are a source 
of enjoyment in College, the participant 
derives little lasting benefit from 
them.” He thinks Uuit more stress 
should to laid on such activities as dra- 
matics, debate, newspaper work and re- 
lated fields. 

Dr. Ragatz, in urging every student 
to affiliate with at least one activity, 
stated that everyone would be well re- 
paid for his time and effort spent in 
that direction.
